In  addition  to  this  it  takes 
very  little  material  and  only  a  short  time  to  i-onstruct. 

What  is  a  Trap  Xfxtf — A  trap  nt-st  is  a  nest  with  a  d(«>r  so  arranged  that  when 
it  is  set  the  hen  can  enter  the  nest  and  the  act  of  entering  springs  the  trap  or  door 
so  that  it  falls  and  confines  the  lieu  to  the  nest  where  she  has  to  remain  until  she  is 
released.    When  the  hen  is  let  out  the  traj)  is  again  set  and  is  ready  for  another  hen. 

U'Ao  .<i/(oi(7(/  «»<>  Trap  Xcstn.—  lt  is  doubtful  if  the  ordinary  farmer  who  is  not 
doing  special  breeding  should  consider  the  installment  of  trap  nests.  Trap  nests 
require  at  least  four  or  five  visits  each  day  to  rele^ise  the  hen,  record  the  cpg  and 
reset  the  trap.  If  any  attempt  is  to  be  made  to  improve  the  stock  by  brec'ding  from 
the  best  it  means  marking  the  egss.  enclosing  them  in  iHxligree  trays  Wforc  hatching 
in  such  a  way  thnt  tiie  cliicks  <'an  be  identified  when  they  come  out,  and  also  keepintr 
a  continuous  retard  of  the  chicks  throughout  their  lives  and  from  one  generation  to 
another. 

This  is  too  much  for  the  ordinary  farmer  or  poultryman  to  look  after,  but  for 
the  specialist  breeder  and  the  man  who  breeds  for  egg  production  and  who  has  the 
time  and  the  inclination  to  carry  out  his  record  work,  the  trap  nest  is  absolutely 
essential,  and  is  the  only  true  indication  of  what  individual  hens  produce.

larmcrs  can  Imrd  up  the  layiiiir  iiualitii^  of  their  flocks  by  using  the  trap  nests 
from  .XovcMibcr  the  first  to,  say,  .Mari'li  first  or  until  they  bifome  too  busy  in  tin 
spriiij;.  Take  tin-  birds  tli.it  lay  well  <liiriiig  this  time  and  Uiate  them  with  a  good 
vigourous  male  of  a  laying  strain,  and  from  tln-si'  oidy.  take  »^gs  for  breeding.  Or. 
if  this  is  not  pnii'ticab'e,  buy  ciich  year  a  male  bird  from  a  good  biying  strain  and 
mate  him  with  the  best  lions  of  the  llcK'k.      It  is  |>oor  practice  to  lirceil  the  whole  flock,

of  the  male  bliM.,1  is  more  than  half  in  brcoling  for  b.  ■  .iroduc.toii.  lie  sure  h>' 
conies  from  a  rcli.iblc  jiiuh  laying  strain  ami  go  liack  to  tli  ■  same  breeder  cacli  vinr 
for   the  males.
